A Talk with Ghicage Tax-payers. 
In Ohio and Eastern States, property is as- 
semed at ite cash value fur taxation. When 
we hear of the people of Cincinnati, New 
York and Boston paying five-eighthsor twelve 
mille er municipal purposes, it means that 
each man is assessed that per cent. on the 
actual cash value of all his property—real 
and personal, moneys and credits. In this city 
property is only valued at a small fraction of 
what the owners would sell it fer. The cash 
value of real and personal property is more 
we talk abont e taxation of twelve mills on 
the dollar we really mean but fae mills on the 
cash value of each man’s property. 

The aggregate value of the property of 
Chicago is put down on the tax books at only 
thirty siz millions of dollars. If it were as. 
sessed by the Ohio, New York, or Massachu- 
setts rule the aggregate would exceed onc 
hundred and twenty millions, or more than three 
times the assessment put upon it. 

The reason jor this uader-valuation is to 
save the city frem having to pay more than 
her due share of Stats taxation. Property 
in the various counties is assessed far below 
its actual worth. Farms worth forty dollars 
per acre are put down by the Aasessors at 
ten, and houses worth $2,000 are assessed at 
$500. It property in Cuicago were assessed 
at its full value, our people would be obliged 
to pay quadruple their due proportion uf 
State taxes. Many of our citizens who have 
come from Eastern States, may not have been 
aware of these facts, 

The municipal taxes levied for 1858 were 
eleven mills (and inside of the famp district 
13 mills), which on a cash valuation would 
be equivalent to three and. two-third mills, 
and including the lamp districts, will average | 
four mills. This isa lower rate of taxation 
than is levied in any considerable city in the 
United States. We assert, without fear of 
contradiction, that no ether municipal gov- 
ernment in the United States, containing 
100,000 inhiabitants and apwards, is maio- 
tained on a four ‘mille tax. We want those
